Smart Snow Shoveling Tips this Winter!

National Safety Council recommends the following tips to shovel
safely:

e Do not shovel after eating or while smoking.
e Take it slow and stretch out before you begin.
e Shovel only fresh, powdery snow; it's lighter.
e Push the snow rather than lifting it.

o If you do lift it, use a small shovel or only partially fill the
shovel.

e Lift with your legs, not your back.
e Do not work to the point of exhaustion.

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Code Compliance

Please store all fire wood at least six (6) inches off
of the ground.

Please properly cover all inoperative vehicles in
residential driveways.

Please remember that all motor vehicles must be
parked on approved, paved surfaces.

Leaf Collection season has concluded. All leaves
and yard waste must now be placed in a lawn bag
or appropriate container marked for yard waste.

Please refrain from piling leaves at the curb until
collection season resumes.

Please do not blow or sweep leaves into storm
drains to help prevent the flooding and clogging of
the drains.

Please place all trash bags in a container with a
secure, fitting lid to help deter animals from getting
into the trash and to keep down the scattering of
debris.

Special Pick-ups (Apartment Cleanouts, anything
above 3 cubic feet, etc.) are done by appointment
only. Fees apply. Fees can be paid at the Town
Office.

Appliance pickup fee- $25.00. Tire pickup fee- $5.00
per tire. For bulk trash pickup, please contact Public
Works at (301) 474-6897.

Public Health & Safety

Park your vehicle(s) off the road so more snow
can be cleared away and your vehicles are
less likely to get plowed in, splashed, or hit.
It's important for us to keep the main roads
clear for plows and emergency vehicles during
extreme weather.

Help us keep streets open to plows and
emergency vehicles by parking at least 20 feet
away from intersections and no further than 1 foot
from the curb. Don’t block sidewalks, fire
hydrants, ramps, driveways or the street with your
vehicle. If you have a driveway, use it!

For your safety, make sure to clear all snow at
least one foot around your muffler before starting
your engine. Blocked mufflers can cause carbon

monoxide poisoning
